times. In Judd's "History of Had'ey" 
tbe names of stolen brides are given. 
Mrs. Job Marsh, married in 1783, is 
said to have been t'.ie last bride thus 
stolen. A very rough variation of this 
custom is reported to be still in vogue 
in some localities in Rhode Island.

with the ordinary torpedo boat, a. swift 
vessel of from 400 to 600 tons in dis- 
placement, carrying no defensive; ar- 
mor, but armed with tubes for dis- 
charging the deadly torpedoes.

Monthly, a type of vessel was design- 
ed of abort double the size of torpedo 
boats, a little greater speed and In ad- 
dition to torpedo tubes, armed with 
rapid fire six to twelve pounder guns, 
for the avowed purpose of destroying 
torpedo boat*.
